Reporting to council this week 
Board Commissioner and Shire 
President, Cr W. Cresser, and 
Shire Engineer, Mr Ralph Sim- 
mons, told councillors of con- 
ferences .with the Board of 
Works engineers on this prob- 
lem. ¢ 

Cr Cresser said that he had 
inspected areas in company 
with Board engineers and with 
Mr Simmons. y 

Cr Langshaw: There are five 
houses in Nellie Street near 
Upton Street, which are flood- 
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ed. I think it is caused by Win- 
peys * filling land at the rear 
and forcing water into the back 
yards. They should fill near the 
fences first. 


Mr Simmons: I don’t alte- 
gether agree. A drain at the 
rear of these properties is the 
only answer. ‘When Wimpeys 
ask for approval for subdivison 
of this area council should in- 
sist on a drain at the rear of 
these properties. 

Mr Simmons went on to say 
it had been agreed many years 
ago to construct a levy bank 
‘rom Millers Road to council 
property (near David Street) to 





protect residents of Nellie St. 
He said thisiwork should be 
done as soon as possible which 
will not be- until the ground 
Gries sufficientiy to allow ma- 
chinery to work in the area, 
He said this work is only 
a temporary measure unti] an 
sutlet is constructed under the 
railway line to the sea. 


The Board is reluctant to do 
any work until it can be done 
properly. 

Estimated cost of providing 
an outlet under the line’ is 
£50,000. 7 J

Turned 
House into 
Four Flats 


A ratepayer of Altona North 
who converted a house into four 
flats, is to be instructed-to re- 
store it to its original classifica- 
tion with 28 days or the council 
will take action. 

Reporting to council, the As- 
sistant Building Surveyor, Mr 
R. J. McLeod, said: 

An inspection was made of 
the dwelling on the corner of 
Mills Street and Blackshaws 
Road, North Altona and it was 
noticed that the building had 
keen eonverted into four self 
contained flats. 

The conversion of this build- 
ing consisted of installing sinks, 
cupboards and stoves in rooms 
vo be used as kitchens, closing 
in verandahs and erecting two 


new bathrooms and closing 
doorways. 
This building does not 


comply with the provisions of 
the Uniform Building Regula- 
tions regards flats in many re- 
spects. The main non com- 
pliance being the separation of 
the flats by a brick fire wall 
and as it is impractical to con- 
vert this building to comply 
with the regulations it is re- 
commended thaf the owner be 
advised to convert the building 
back to its original classifica-

_ really boil. Cook them below 
boiling point for 15 to 20 min- 
utes, adding a tablespoon of 
salt for every quart of water. 
For at least one minute after 
cooking soak in cold water. 

Buns are simply iced by pop- 
ping a piece of cooking choco- 

Jate on each one as soon as they 
are taken from the oven and 
\spreading with a knife dipped 
in hot water. 


SUBSTITUTES _ 
For cream in cooking use an 
equal quantity of undiluted 


evapourated milk. 

For thickening soup use roll- 
ed oats instead of barley. 

For meat stock use one tea- 
spoon gravy browning powder 
and 4-teaspoon bicarbonate of 
soda. 

For cake-making, honey, may 
be used instead of half the 
sugar. If this is done, reduce the 


liquid by one quarter and cook, 


the cake at slightly lower tem- 
erature, 

MORE TIPS FOR COOKS 

If uncovered butter has ab- 
sorbed other food flavors in the 
refrigerator, cut it intg small 
pieces. cover with fresh milk, 
and leave it for an hour. Strain 
off the milk. The butter will 








pe sweet again. 


To clarity and remove sedi-}- 


ment trom the fat derived trom 
gravy, let the fat cool, pour it 
mto a container of hot water, 
and place in the refrigerator. 
When the iat which collects on 
top of the water hardens, make 
a hole in it and pour out the 
water.

It is ecgnomical, if not en- 

tirely correct, to slice a leg of 
ham at an angle towards the 
bone, starting at the knuckle.

The 
matches are still satisfactory 
for household use but men aré 
not happy carrying a box likely 
to spill. 

To restore wilted green vege- 
tables wrap them in a damp): 
paper and place in refrigerator. 

When making fried rice. boil 
the rice several hours before. 
After pouring cold water 
through it till grains are well 
separated, spread it on a plate|§ 
to dry, and put it in the re- 
frigerator. 

If you like to make your own. 
poultry stuffing, put bread, 
herbs, and suet through a min- 
cer together. This saves both 
grating and chopping. 

When you want bread crumbs 


for frying and have none in}? 


hand, put stale slices of bread} 
through the. meat mincer and 
mix the crumbs with equal parts 
of flour. 
save work if, instead of catch- 
ing them in a bowl. you tie a 
paper bag securely over the end 
of the mincer. 

Lemon ~- squeezers should be 
rinsed immediately after use to 
remove pith and seeds. If it’s 
allowed to dry on the squeezer 
it becomes very hard to clean. 

When jellies refuse to leave | t 
the mould, dip the mould for a 
second or so in hot water, turn 
upside down, and then give a 
sharp shake. If you want to 
nasten setting, melt the jelly or 
gelatine in the smatiest possible 
amount of hot water, and then 
make up the quantity with cold 
water. , : 

To prevent curdiing of baked 
milk puddings containing eggs 
and milk, stand the pie dish in 
a dish of watm water while 
rcooking.

By R. and W. FRAZER 


It- is a very common fault to 
find the teenage diet consist- 
ing to an undue extent of car- 
bohydrate, that is, broadly, the 
sweet and starchy foods. - 

Surveys of some . boarding 
schoo] diets in this country and 
n Britain show that the fault 
is noticeable even in these pla- 
ces, where one would have sup- 
posed that meals would have 
been planned: on a _— scientific 
basis. j 

It is common to find: that the 
allowance of milk, eggs, fresh 
fruit, fresh fish. and vegetables 
is less than required while an 
unduly large proportion of the 
total food is made up of white 
bread, sugar, jam and other 
sweets. . 

In many families and in many 
boarding schools doubtless, the 
diet of the teenagers is scien- 
tifically based. But in far ‘too 
many instances there is an over 
preponderance of sweets. and 
starches and an under suppl 
of high grade protein and fres 
vegetables and fruits. 

And in general it is .. 
foods which contain the esgen- 


minor health probleyis at Jeast, 
of teenagers, have eir origins 
in mild deficiencies of some of 
these essential elgments of nu- 
trition. 

There can bef little doubt, 
moreover, that some of the skin 
affections so prevalent in this 
age group may be aggravated 
not only by lack of certain min- 
erals and vitamins but also by 
over consumption of sweets and 
starchy foods. ° 

Acne or “pimples” which is a 
condition commonly suffered 
during adolesence ‘is almost cer- 
tainly Ageravated by over con- 
sumption of sweets and carbo- 
hydrates generally.
